Jewish Festivals. —'The Jewish New 
Year 5665 was ushered in Friday, eve- 
ning, September 9, and observed the next 
day by the Reformed and for two days 
by the Orthodox Jews. Sunday evening, 
September 18, Yom Kippur, or Day of 
Atonement, commenced and was observ- 
ed all day Monday. This is the most 
sacred day in the Jewish calendar. Itis 
a day of prayer and fasting. The ser- 
vice in the synagogue opens in the eve- 
ning with Kol Nidrei, a prayer of abject 
renunciation. The pious Jew becomes 
forgetful of the flesh and its wants and 
occupies himself in spiritnal devotion. 
Many of the prayers deal with the vari- 
ous forms of sin and forgiveness is plead 
for. The devotions are continued from 
morning till evening. 





The Future of American Judaism.—The 
importance of American Judaism is an 
interesting subject and a factor in the re- 
ligious world. The prediction has been 
made abroad and here that in this coun- 
try will centre the operations of Jewish 
religious activity, and be the chosen 
home of modern Judaism. Zhe Literary 
Digest, (Sept. 10), contains an article 
under the above eaption, quoting from 
the article in Harper's Weekly, (July 30), 
in which is shown the effect that Ameri- 
can toleration has upon the Jews who 
emigrate to this country and settle here. 
‘The wind of ostracism and persecu- 
tion,’’ it says, ‘‘which they have stoutly 
and so successfully resisted in Europe, 
which has but accentuated their racial 


and religious loyalty, here has as its 
substitute the sun of liberty and tolera- 


tion.’”’ The writer further shows that 
the reaction is in exact proportion to 
former conservatism of belief and former 
degree of persecution. Dr. Isidor Singer 
is quoted as saying that ‘‘The disap- 
pearance of the religious element in the 
make-up of the Jewish life proceeds 
much more rapidly with the Russian 
brethren than with either their Western 
or Southern brethren. The former jump 
almost without transition from extreme 
orthodoxy to agnosticism, or, what is 
still worse, to absolute indifference to 
religious matters.’’ It is also pointed 
out that with the waning of religious 
belief, and the absence of antisemitic 
persecution—at least in anything like its 
European severity—there also comes a 
waning of racial self-consciousness and 
of hostility to inter-marriage with the 
Gentile, which process is on the increase 
especially in circles of the emancipated 
literati and notable among professors in 
colleges and universities.’’ The above 
statement is true and is concisely ex- 
pressed. Orthodox Judaism cannot sat- 
isfy the generation of Jews who breathe 
the air of Western civilization. Thous- 
ands of the class of Jews referred to 


above have drifted into the darkest infi- 
delity, their spiritual perception being 
utterly destroyed. It is pointed out that 
the progressive, or reformed Jews, 
wealthy and influential, holding to a 
spiritual evolution, adopting the essence 
of the old faith but willing to abandon 
the worn-out formulae and ritual, that 
in this party lies the future intellectual 
and social supremacy of the race. 
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‘‘A new Judaism which shall include 
Christianity is the gospel of the most 
advanced Hebrews. Claude Montefiore, 
in the Hibert Lectures, advocates it. 
He declares that some of the sayings of 
Jesus have sunk so deep into human 
hearts, that it is not probable ‘that any 
religion which ignores or omits them, 
will exercise a considerable influence 
outside its own borders.’ That is a 
striking confession. It says that Israel 
is to give to the world a universal reli- 
gion; but to do so it mnst adopt the 
teachings of Jesus. Weinstock, in his 
book, ‘Jesus the Jew,’ occupies the same 
ground. He repeatedly says: ‘‘Without 
/Judaism Christianity would have had no 
foundation. Without Christianity, the 
spirit of Judaism would have wielded no 
universal influence.’...... 


“Intelligent Jews are bewildered. 
Esther Ansell, in Zangwill’s story, de- 
clared her life ‘a forlorn hope, an impos- 
sibility,’ and Josephine Lazarus writes: 
“We are wandering in the wilderness 
again.’ Hmma Wolf says that true Jews 
and true Christians ‘hold the same broad 
love for God and man.’ But how the 
Jew is to help the Christian in labors of 
love neither she nor Miss Lazarus can 
tell. She takes as the motto for her 
book St. Paul’s words: ‘And now abideth 
faith, hope, charity, these three; but the 
greatest of these is charity.’ ‘These 
earnest, liberal Jews can not pour out 
their desires without blending New 
Testament utterances with those of the 
law and the prophets. 


Miss Lazarus says: ‘We stand upon the 
threshold of we know not what—unable 
to go backward, not daring to go for- 
ward.’ ‘The Jew as well as the Gentiie 
needs ‘the divine human life,’ she con- 
fesses, ‘of which the type has been given 
to the world by a Jew,’ meaning, of 
course, Jesus Christ. Humanity, she 
reiterates, hungers and thirsts for the 
love of Jesus side by side with the daw 
of Moses ; ‘and in these circumstances,’ 
she continues, ‘our people are crying for 
bread, and we are giving them a stone.’ 
...+ The churches do not follow Jesus 
in his mission of love. ‘Therefore she 
calls upon Israel to follow him in doing 
what others fail to do. This liberal 
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Judaism in America has ahout one hun- 
dred and fifty rabbis and synagogues 
following its teachings in varying de- 
grees. What the outcome of this won- 
derful ferment of thought within Israel 
will be none can tell. It may well call 
Christians to prayer and increased sym- 
pathy and effort.’’ 


There ought to be no need of a greater 
incentive to evangelistic work among the 
Jews than the substance of the above 
article, except the command, ‘‘Go and 
preach my Gospel.’’ The spiritual un- 
rest in Judea is crying out in no uncertain 
sound. Infidelity on the one side, soul- 
thirst among the thinking and the 
spiritual minded; oh what an opportunity 
is here presented to Messiah’s followers 
to point these dear people to Him ‘‘Who 
being the effulgence of His glory, and 
the very image of His substance, and 
upholding all things by the word of His 
power, when He had made purification 
of sins, sat down on the right hand of 
the Majesty on high.’’ Heb. 1: 3, R. 
V. ‘‘We are wandering in the wilder- 
ness,’’ is the cry of a daughter of Zion, 
but Jesus calls ‘‘Come unto me, follow 
me, Iam the way, the truth and the 
life,—then shall ye find rest in vour 
souls.’’ Fellow Christians are you really 
interested in Christ’s people according. 
to the flesh? Pray, act, and co-operate 
with us in this work of God to give unto 
them the glorious Gospel of Christ, for 
that alone is the ‘‘Power of God unto 
salvation, to every one that believeth, to 
the Jew first, and also to the Greek.”’

This being 
the season of the Jewish holidays a few 
of the opposers were on hand for the 
purpose of disturbing the gathering, 
which was the largest of the season, 
nearly 500 people being present. The 
enemy was greatly stirred, but a straight 
Gospel was preached to the people. All 
praise to Him for the highway cast up on 
Congress street. 

The meeting on Sabbath afternoon, 
September 18, will long be remembered 
for the utmost attention given to the 
reading of the 53d Chapter of Isaiah, 
and the comment by the superintendent, 
clearly pointing out that the prophet 
gave the complete history of the suffer- 
ing Messiah literally fulfilled in Jesus of 
Nazareth. Rev. A. R. Kuldell was 
again present and preached a powerful 
sermon to the large congregation of Jews.

An outing was given to our class of 
Jewish children at Highland Park, on 
Thursday, August 18. The expenses of 
the outing were provided by our Second 
Vice President. The children thorough- 
ly enjoyed the day. After partaking of 
the good things, a Gospel message was 
given, the story of Jesus told and about 
the love the Saviour puts into the hearts 
of believers which makes us interested in 
the children as well as in the old folks. 
Sewing and Bible school is held regularly 
each Thursday afternoon at the Highth 
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U. P. Church building, corner Van Braam 
and Locust streets. It is quite interest- 
ing to see the little ones at their work, 
also in the weekly Bible lessons in which 
they are making excellent progress. We 
are glad to sav that a number of new 
teachers have offered their services, in- 
cluding Mrs, Gondret, Mrs. Ruben, Miss 
Elliott, Miss Agnew, Miss Linberger 
and others. 


Monthly Meetings. 


The August Monthly Prayer Meeting 
was marked by a deep spirit of prayer 
and supplication. Rev. J. T. Byers, pas- 
tor of the Church of God, delivered an 
address. His message went to the hearts 
of the people, especially as he presented 
Jesus in His passion and love for a dying 
world. ‘The Superintendent sent a mes- 
sage from St. Louis, giving a report of 
the special campaign among the Jews of 
that city. On another page this report 
is printed. 

The September Prayer Meeting was of 
special interest. The attendance was un- 
usually large for this time of the year. 
Rev. John B. Kaloria, Hebrew-Christian, 
pastor from St. Paul, Minnesota, was the 
principal speaker both afternoon and eve- 
ning. Preceding the address a season of 
fervent prayer ascended heavenward, in 
which Rev. R. H. Shaw, Bro. Corey and 
others united. The singing in the after- 
noon by Mrs. Gondret and Miss Wood 
aided the spiritual exercises of the day, 
and the September monthly meeting prov- 
ed one of the most blessedly inspiring 
meetings of the past year. The Scrip- 
ture lesson was Isaiah 43, and Bro. Kal- 
oria based his message on the ‘‘Blessing 
of Abraham,’’ Gen. 12: 1-3, to show how 
God had vouchsafed to convey these 
blessings upon the human race through 
Israel. He related this, as far as he 
could recollect, from the history of the 
church and different nations: ‘‘From St. 
Basil the Great, of the fourth century, 
down to our very days, how God has 
here and there chosen some sons of Is- 
rael to bless the Gentiles, to impart unto 
them the manifold blessings of Abra- 
ham.’’ From among the many instances 
he gave us of the Catholic and Protestant 
world we mention Liberman, who was 
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the son of the rabbi at Mertz, then in 
France. ‘This son of Israel was marvel- 
ously blessed with an apostolic faith and 
life, so that his odor of sanctity reached 
Pope Gregory XVI, and when later Lib- 
ermar was introduced to the Pontiff, he 
placed his hand on the coverted Hebrew’s 
shoulder and said: 
will once be a saint.’’ He studied for a 
priest in the most celebrated seminary in 
France, St. Sulpice, where the great di- 
vines often said they learned of Liber- 
mann how to live a real apostolic life, for 
when that student became a serious par- 
alytic his faith in the Lord as his healer 
was unshaken. He submissively kept on 
praying until God had perfectly healed 
him and then he was ordained a priest. 
He founded the Order of the Holy Ghost 
with the aim of sending out missionaries 
to the heathen in Africa. These first 
men fell victims to the deadly climate 
but Libermann despaired not. He kept 
on encouraging them to display greater 
faith until he triumphed. Members of 
his order have a college in Pittsburgh. 
What Pope Gregory XVI has prophesi- 
ed, Leo XIII has partly realized. He 
has beatified Libermann, and probably 
the successor to the present Pontiff will 
pronounce him a saint. Libermann’s 
picture hangs in the college of the Holy 
Ghost, Pittsburgh. Bro. Kaloria also 
told of an humble Hebrew boy, raised in 
a village in Russia. His parents origin- 
ally intended to have him become a rabbi, 
but he came over to England and there 
learned the Gospel story, accepted Christ 
as his Saviour and came to America, 
studied in an Episcopal seminary, was 
ordained a minister, and was sent out as 
a missionary to China. Here he, Rev. 
Samuel Schereschewsky, again proved 
that God made another son of Abraham 
a channel of the blessings of Abraham to 
many millions of heathen. He took up 
the work of translating the Bible for 
them; this was his life work there. ‘The 
Church made him the Bishop of China. 


In the evening the chapel was filled to 
its capacity, and after devotional exer- 
cises led by Bro. Biggerstaff, at which a 
number of young people consecrated 
themselves wholly to God and to His 
service, the regular service was presided 
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over by Second Vice President E. M. 
Britner. The messages in song by Mrs. 
Gondret were greatly enjoyed by the 
friends present, after which Bro. Kaloria 
gave the story of his boyhood days, 
spent in Jerusalem, he being an orphan 
and raised by his grandmother, and of 
how he came under the influence of the 
Gospel. He described, in a very inter- 
esting way, the superstitious belief cur- 
rent among the Jewish people in Jerusa- 
lem. ‘Then he told usabout being seized 
with a severe sickness, a high fever, 
which threatened his life. The family 
was advised to send him to the Mission- 
ary Hospital, but the superstition of the 
grandmother and others against the 


Christian people was such that they were 
horrified at the idea of sending him to a 
Christian hospital. The medical mission- 
ary of the hospital, which is supported 
by the ‘‘London Jews’ Society,’’ called 
on the sick boy and in the kindliest and 
most loving way told the grandmother 
and the other relatives thatif they would 
entrust the boy to him that with the help 
of God he would be nursed back to 
health in the hospital. The doctor also 
stated that there was very little chance 
for him to get better where he was, as he 
was a very sick boy and was not receiv- 
ing the proper medical attention. Fin- 

ally permission was given to take him to 
the hospital. Herea refined and wealthy 
lady who had taken up the work of nurs- 
ing Jewish patients at the hospital for 
the love of Christ, began to nurse this 
Jewish orphan boy and to unfold to him 
the story of the Messiah. His bright 
mind took in all that he heard, and the 
attention of the doctors and nurses re- 
sulted in his recovery, he at the same 
time receiving reguiar instruction from 
them and this lady in the Christian faith. 


When the relatives began to visit the pa- 
tient he told them of what he had learn- 
ed, and gave evidence that he believed it 
too, which caused consternation among 
them, and running to the office of the 
hospital they declared that they wanted 
to take him home. His physicians ad- 
vised the relatives to let the boy remain 
at least a week longer but the grand- 
mother insisted that they must take him 
home. This request was granted and he 
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was taken home, not only aconvalescent, 
but also a little missionary, as he began 
to tell the boys all that he had heard at 
the hospital. Bro. Kaloria, in a graphic 
manner, then told of the persecutions 
which followed after the family discover- 
ed that the seed had been sown in his 
young heart, which all their reasoning and 
threatenings could not dislodge. Finally 
the way opened for him to be sent to 
Germany, the relatives thinking that 
this would remove the disgrace which 
had come upon them because of this lit- 
tle boy’s persistency in talking about 
Jesus and stirring up the entire Jewish 
community, so he was sent to Germany 
where he was anchored in the Christian 
faith. As the hour had grown late Rev. 
Kaloria could not give more of his ex- 
perience. We hope to present in a fu- 
ture number of the GLORY OF ISRAEL 
the full history of his conversion and 
Christian activity.

THE PREACHING OF THE GOSPEL 
THROUGH THE PRINTED PAGE.

Every believer tho’ not an official 
minister is yet a living witness for Christ. 
In Acts 1: 8 we have, as to this witness- 
ing, a promise, a commission, and a plan 
of action. ‘The promise is the power of 
the Holy Ghost ; the commission is to 
bear witness of Jesus, and the plan is: 


1. -‘‘In Jerusalem and Judea,’’ where 
the true religion is falsely understood ; 
2. ‘‘In Samaria,’’ where the true relig- 


ion and the false are mixed, and 3 
‘‘To the uttermost parts of the earth,’’ 
where the religion is mostly a lie. 
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Paul was the apostle of the Gentiles, 
but when he speaks of the power of the 
Gospel he confesses that it is the power 
unto salvation Zo the Jew first, and also to 
the Greeks. Beginning at Jerusalem 
and pressing on to the ends of the earth, 
—this is apostolic. To the Jew first and 
also to the Greek,—this is Pauline. _ 

What is the most natural way of wit- 
ness bearing? This reply we find in 
Matt. 12: 34; Out of the abundance of 
the heart the mouth speaketh. But how 
far will the speaking reach? How 
thankful ought we to be for the printed 
page which not only carries the message 
to quarters which the voice often fails to 
reach, but also preserves the impressions 
of truth when the sound of the human 
voice speaking it has died away. ‘True 
the leaden type will never take the place 
of the human voice, but we ought to be 
thankful for the blessed aid it renders to 
the human voice. The weapons forged 
out of the arsenal of God’s Word will 
always prove effective in our spiritual 
warfare against the kingdom of darkness. 
Who can count the hosts that have been 
conquered for Christ simply through the 
instrumentality of Gospel tracts. 


SOME EXAMPLES. 


A lady handed two tracts to two actors, 
one of them was induced to go to church, 
to accept Christ and to enter the minis- 
try. His name was Dr. Lorimer of 
Boston and New York.* He in turn 
induced another actor to accept Christ 
and to enter the ministry, and his name 
is Dr. Russell H. Conwell of Philadel- 
phia. The founder of the China Inland 
Mission, Rev. J. Hudson Taylor was 
converted by a tract. Lord Farrar Her- 
shell’s father, for fifty years a missionary 
to the Jews, was converted through a 
missionary paper in which a Jewish 
grocer had wrapt his cheese. A _ similar 
experience in the life of the writer 
brought the first rays of divine light into 
the darkness of his infidelity. Pastor 
Gurland relates that in 1893 when his 
congregation in Mittau, Baltic provinces, 
was greatly pressed by poverty and 
famine, he was told of a Jewish family

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in the parish in great distress. He went 
to see them and found there a man 82 
years old on a miserable pile of straw, 
wrapt in rags, freezing and starving with 
his five children and four grandchildren. 
When the pastor had spoken to him 
comforting words of the Old Testament, 
the aged man said: I thank you pastor 
for these words, but I have another 
medicine, which not only strengthens 
but heals, it isthe blood of Christ that 
cleanseth from allsin. When asked how 
he came to this knowledge, he related 
triumphantly how he and his late son 
had found a Hebrew New Testament in 
a barn where they had spent a night in 
the country. In the morning before 
leaving they handed the found book to 
the farmer, but he said, that old Simeon 
who used to sleep in that barn when 
passing by must have left it, and since 
he himself could not read Hebrew, they 
better keep it: This they did, and the 
son in the last stages of consumption 
looked with joy to Jesus, the author and 
finisher of his faith. His last request 
was to bring up his children in the faith 
of the Lord Jesus. ‘The old man him- 
self was only waiting for the grace 
vouchsafed to the thief upon the cross, 
for the hour when he should hear the 
voice of the Son of God: To-day thou 
shalt be with me in Paradise. 


THE CUMULATIVE POWER OF GOSPEL 
TRACTS: 


It is wonderful how the power of a 
little tract often increases and multiplies, 
going on conquering and to conquer. 
Richard Gibbs wrote a tract entitled: 
‘‘The Bruised Reed.’’ A tin peddler 
gave it toa boy named Richard Baxter. 
Through reading it he was led to Christ. 
He wrote ‘‘A Call to the Unconverted.’’ 
Among the thousands saved through it 
was Philip Doddridge, whu wrote ‘‘The 
Rise and Progress of Religion in the 
Soul.’’ It fell into the hands of William 
Wilberforce, the great emancipator of 
the slaves in the British colonies, and 
led him to Christ. Wilberforce wrote, 
‘‘A Pratical View of Christianity,’’ 
which fired the heart of Leigh Richmond. 
He wrote, ‘‘The Dairyman’s Daughter.’’ 
Before 1849 as many as four million 
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copies were circulated, and it has testified 
in fifty languages. Look at this wonder- 
ful chain of influences: Richard Gibbs, 
Richard Baxter, Philip Doddridge, Wil- 
liam Wilberforce, Leigh Richmond— 
all influenced and influencing through 
the printed page. 

Oh, I wish I could move every believer 
to enlist in the little army of workers 
who endeavor to spread the truth through 
the Gospel tract.

SPECIAL WORLD’S FAIR EVANGEL- 
ISTIC CAMPAIGN AMONG THE 
JEWS.

The city of St. Louis is at present a 
great centre of attraction by virtue of 
the largest Exposition the world has 
ever seen. When the fair grounds were 
yet a wide area of disturbed nature, 
filled with heaps of dirt, timber and 
building material, this state of confusion 
was to be transformed into a thing of 
beauty and the place of attraction for 
the peoples of the world. 

The Lord’s people were aware that 
these expositions, while in themselves a 
mighty educational factor, bringing to- 
gether the nations of the earth, the 
forces of sin and evil are greatiy in evi- 
dence, causing havoc among the children 
of men. ‘This very thought agitated 
the minds of Christians, and measures 
were adopted and steps taken to carry 
on an aggressive evangelistic campaign 
during the World’s Fair. The various 
peoples were considered ; evangelists for 
the Turcoman, the African and the Chi- 
nese, but alas ‘‘to the Jew first,’’ as 
reads the Scripture, was again passed 
by. But, thanks be to God at this time 
there was one ‘‘watchman’’ on the walls 
of Zion who would not rest until he 
succeeded in the formation of a strong 
committee to promote a special campaign 
of Gospel meetings among the Jews 
during the World's Fair. 

Bro. Mark Lev, of the Friends of 
Israel Union Mission was instrumental 
under God to form the following com- 
mittee >, Rev...H..H..Gregg; .Ds Dy 
Chairman ; Rev. S. C. Palmer, D. D.,_ 
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Rev. B. P. Fullerton, D. D., Rev. M. 
O. Sturgeon, Rev. L. S. Bowerman, 
Rev. P. V. Jenness, Rev. F. Londsdale, 
Rev. J. G. Kessler, Rev. S. M. Humby, 
Rev. S. I. Lindsay, Rev. C. Jones, J. I. 
McClelland, J. L. Sloss, Dr. Norville 
W. Sharpe, treasurer, and Dr. Thos. J. 
West, secretary. 


A circular letter was sent out empha- 
sizing the need of much prayer for divine 
guidance and trusting the Lord for 
provision of funds for the campaign. 
One thousand dollars were thought suf- 
ficient to carry on the work. It was 
hoped that Hebrew-Christian workers 
would be sent here by their friends, and 
that the committee would furnish their 
entertainment, employ colporteurs, pay 
for literature, and rent a suitable hall, 
which would require the amount the 
committee were praying and believing 
for. 


The Pittsburgh Mission sent two lab- 
orers. Rev. A. R. Kuldell and Supt. 
Maurice Ruben arrived here on Wednes- 
day, July 22. That evening a meeting 
was held at the Washington and Comp- 
ton Avenues Presbyterian Church. Rev. 
H. H. Gregg, pastor. The brethren 
spoke and a good impression was made 
on an intelligent congregation. On 
Thursday evening an enthusiastic meet- 
ing was held at Pastor M. Sturgeon’s 
4317 Norfolk Avenue. On Friday eve- 
ning a meeting was held at the Mission 
821 Wash Street. During the day Rev. 
H. L. Brenner, Hebrew-Christian pastor 
of Wilkesbarre, Pa., had arrived and 
was added to the number of workers. 
The meeting at the mission will long be 
remembered for the presence and mani- 
fest power of the Holy Spirit. Bro. Lev 
led the meeting. The room was filled 
with Jews and Christians. Of special 
interest was the presence of a Hebrew, 
one who, by the wisdom of this world, 
knows not God. This man has an in- 
tellectual mind and a wide range of 
learning. ‘The writer was greatly helped 
in the text, ‘‘But we speak the wisdom 
of God in a mystery.’’ 1 Cor. 2: 7. 

We believe that human wisdom was 
thoroughly confounded that evening, 
for ‘‘we have received, not the spirit of 
the world, but the spirit which is of 
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God, that we might know the things 
that are freely given to us of God.’’ 
Ibid. 12. Bro. Brenner gave also a very 
helpful message, then a number of He- 
brew-Christian brethren testified. 


On Saturday evening two open-air 
services were conducted in the Jewish 
district. Rev. S. M. Humby, of the 
Union Congregational Church, with a 
number of church workers, assisted. 
The meetings were glorious. The fol- 
lowing Hebrew-Christian brethren were 
present: Rev. A. R. Kuldell, of Alle- 
gheny, Pa., Rev. H. Jacobs, of Ladd, 
Ill., Rev. Henry Brenner, of Wilkes- 
barre, Pa., J. Mandelkorn, Martin Kraus, 
Mark Lev, Henry Hellyer and Miss 
Fannie Lev, of St. Louis, Maurice Ruben, 
of Pittsburgh, and the two brothers 
Silverman of Jerusalem. Brother Kul- 
dell’s message was given in the Spirit 
and held the large gathering. Brethren 
Jacobs, Silverman, Hellyer and Kraus 
spoke very affectingly. Brother Lev 
who, while the others spoke, distributed 
literature, closed with a most fervent 
appeal to the Jews to investigate the 
claims of the Messiah, quoting messianic 
passages so familiar to the Jews. 


On Sunday afternoon a Gospel meeting 
was held at the Mission. Bros. Jacob 
Mandelkorn, Jacobs, Silverman and Lev 
spoke. A Jewish physician was in the 
audience and was surprised at the large 
number of Hebrew-Christians and their 
devotional spirit. Having an _ en- 
gagement, and being obliged to leave 
before the close of the services, he ex- 
pressed his pleasure at what he saw and 
heard for the first time in his life, and 
promised to come again and learn more 
about the claims of Christ. Much prayer 
has been offered for the salvation of 
Israel, for the Missions in St. Louis, 
Pittsburgh and other cities, and for the 
unity of all Hebrew-Christians. The 
prayers touched the heart of a Jew who 
once knew the Lord, but fell from grace 
some nine years ago. ‘The Spirit of God 
took hold of the poor brother, and glory 
be to God ! he was reclaimed, and there 
was great joy in the Friend’s of Israel 
Union Mission, St. Louis, and in the 
presence of God, over one sinner repent- 
ing. The brother stood up, gave a 
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touching testimony and went his way 
rejoicing. In the evening the brethren 
spoke in the different churches to awaken 
the Christian people toward Jewish 
evangelization, and to bear testimony 
for the Saviour. 

On Tuesday evening another meeting 
was held at Biddle Market. More than 
a dozen Hebrew-Christians participated. 
The large crowd consisted mostly of 
Jews. Some of them showed signs of 
opposition. But the messages were de- 
livered with such power that all tongues 
were held and a holy hush pervaded the 
crowd when Bro. Kuldell, filled with the 
Holy Spirit, delivered his second mes- 
sage. Among the speakers was Bro. 
Adomi, a converted Jewish physician, 
whose splendid evangelistic articles often 
appear in IMMANUEL’S WITNESS. 

On Wednesday evening Bros. Kuldell, 
Lev, Jacobs and the writer attended a 
meeting at the Union Methodist Church, 
Dr. Lucock, pastor. The messages were 
delivered by the writer and Bro. Lev, 
and new friends of Israel were made. 
On Thursday evening the writer, Bro. 
Hellyer and Bro. Mandelkorn spoke 
twice to Jews and Gentiles from the 
Gospel Wagon of the Presbyterian As- 
sembly’s Evangelistic Committee, and 
the brethren desire to express to the 
Committee their heartfelt gratitude for 
the opportunity, for it has brought the 
Gospel to those Jews who cannot be 
reached by other means. The good 
result of the Gospel Wagon services 
proved itself the next evening when 
several Jews who had heard the Gospel 
from the Gospel Wagon, came to the 
Mission and showed a deep interest in 
the truth faithfully proclaimed by more 
than a half dozen brethren. 


Besides the services announced in the 
daily papers and widely made known by 
the distribution of hand bills, the breth- 
ren dealt personally with individual 
Jews in the restaurants and elsewhere. 
Thus a ten days’ campaign, not short of 
an old-time revival, was closed and a 
further program was arranged, other 
brethren to take the places of those who 
had to leave. 

Altogether the brethren have been 
greatly encouraged by this opportunity 
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to be witnesses in the Judea of St. Louis 
at this auspicious time. It is earnestly 
hoped that Brother Lev’s hands may be 
greatly strengthened, and that a sub- 
stantial mission may be the outcome of 
this World’s Fair campaign. 





DR. THEODOR HERZL.—HIS LAST 
DAYS.

‘“The sea—do you know how I love it! 
To lie in the hot sand, and silently gaze 
seawards. ‘To become healthy—healthy ! 
That will be a life, such as you have not 
lived before.’’ So he spoke to his loyal 
nurse but a few days before, when his 
journey was being planned. We, too, 
were more hopeful and yearned for the 
Friday on which he would arrive in 
Vienna. 

_In the afternoon Oscar Marmorek re- 
ceived a telegram, bidding him to come 
at once to Hidach, and bring two doctors 
with him, as Herzl, attacked by a con- 
tinual cough, had become worse. When 
I met Marmorek and heard the reason 
for this emergency call, I became very 
anxious. We decided to take the family 
physician, Dr. Bondi, and also Dr. Gus- 
tav Singer to the patient. With feverish 
impatience we waited for the departure of 
the train that would take us, Marmorek, 
Singer, A. H. Reich and myself to EIl- 
dach. An old Christian friend of Dr. 
Herzl joined us at the station, whilst Dr. 
Bondi had managed to depart by a ear- 
lier train. In our anxiety the express 
seemed to make no headway. 

We had decided that Marmorek and 
Singer should at once visit Herzl, whilst 
the presence of the remaining three 
should not be mentioned to him until the 
next morning, so that the sudden appear- 
ance of many people should not shock 
him. 

We had been seated about five minutes, 
awaiting the result of the medical con- 
sultation, when I was hastily called to 
Herzl. His wife had acquainted him 
with my presence, and he at once called 
for me. I hurried through the darkening 
garden to the covered pavilion in which 
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my true friend and leader lay. Before I 
entered his wife joined me; and after a 
friendly greeting begged me to remain 
with him. Often during the preceding 
weeks I had begged to be allowed to 
nurse him, but as long as Mrs. Herzl 
could compose herself, she would not 
move from her husband's bedside, and 
barely permitted the nurses to help her. 
How ready was I, therefore, to be of ser- 
vice. Mrs. Herzl led me through an 
ante-room, another door—and I saw him 
with outstretched hands, and heard the 
voice that could caress so well when he 
greeted a friend: ‘‘My dear Werner,”’ 
for a few seconds I was so overcome 
that I had to support myself at the foot 
of the bed; but a moment later I stood 
beside him and pressed his hands and 
looked into his loving face, that smiled 
discouragingly. And whilst the physi- 
cians were still in the ante-room, we ar- 
ranged that I should remain with him, 
and with the nurse, attend him. Alas! 
The time I had to devote to him was all 
too short; all too soon I was relieved of 
my task. 

The physicians came and told me that 
they had diagnosed bronchial catarrh, 
and gave their directions, which the pa- 
tient promised to obey. For a moment 
they spoke encouragingly to him, en- 
deavoring to raise his spirits; and then I 
was alone to keep watch and ward for 
my dear patient during the night. 

With his usual courtesy, he begged me 
to excuse his demanding a sacrifice from 
me. Only when I had repeatedly as- 
sured him that hundreds envied me be- 
cause I was permitted to be so close to 
him, did he become composed. ‘‘You 
- shall see,’’ he said, as he again pressed 
my hands, ‘‘you shall see that I am an 
obedient patient. Nurse me to health, 
and we shall rejoice, rejoice.’’ I urged 
him not to speak so much, for speech 
oppressed him. He obeyed, and lay 
quietly after he had shown me how to 
support him when the painful fits of 
coughing returned. 


Now I could observe him carefully. 
There lay a very sick man. The breath 
came with difficulty, whistling, notwith- 
standing that he lay in a half sitting 
posture. He had ever and anon to rise 
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and rest on his two hands in order to 
breathe more easily. His forehead was 
wet with cold perspiration, the eyes oft 
closed, the face of a sickly yellow hue. 
And still, it had not lost the character- 
istic beauty of earlier days; the features 
stood out as though carved in the frame- 
work of the but slightly greyed deep 
black beard and hair. The hands had 
become smaller, and moved restlessly on 
the bed-spread. I was burning with grief. 
This much-suffering man was Herzl, at 
whom, in the pride of his strength, I had 
so often marveled when he was working 
energetically at his lofty plans for his 
people. Here lay the hope of hundreds 
of thousands, and there could be no 
doubt it was fading. 


The patient became restless. I spoke 
to him, re-assured him, told him how 
easily a catarrh could be cured if only 
attended to in time, and promised to pre- 
pare him a sleeping draught, for he had 
for nights been unable to sleep. The 
dose would also ease the breathing. He 
sighed. ‘‘Do you know,”’ hesaid, “‘that 
I always believed that I knew what ter- 
ror and wretchedness were. But every- 
thing that is, or what one imagines, is 
child’s play to this fearful terror, the air 
hunger. To be able to breathe easily 
and deeply !”’ 

I consoled him as well as I could, com- 
forting him with the idea that as the ca- 
tarrh disappeared, the breathing would 
ease; and handed him the sleeping 
draught. He again sat up, for the 
coughing fits came heavily; and he looked 
as he expectorated, at the bloody sputum: 
‘(My blood,’’ he said, ‘‘I did not think 
of giving it in this fashion.’? He did 
not readily fall asleep, but at length a 
light slumber fell upon him. But after 
five or ten minutes his cough compelled 
him to sit up and he looked around un- 
easily. When he saw me near him, he 
looked relieved. He took my hand and 
fell asleep. Several times he managed 
to sleep a full half hour. Now and then 
he murmured in his sleep. 


Then he again sat up and looked at 
me blankly. ‘‘Have you arranged with 
Cowen?’’ I answered, ‘‘Yes.’’ ‘‘Write 
him; he had better wait and not carry 
the affair to an immediate conclusion.’’ 
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I promised it; he slept again, restlessly 
and continually disturbed by spells of 
coughing. Suddenly he sat bolt upright, 
eyes staring wide open, the head tense; 
he sat there as though listening. He 
shouted in thunderous tones, ‘‘Ad loca ! 
Ad loca!’’ He beat his right hand on 
the coverlet as though he were swinging 
ahammer. I sprang up and put my arm 
around him. When I pressed him, he 
recovered himself. ‘‘You,’’ said he, 
‘You were just—’’ the rest was lost ina 
murmur. I laid him quietly on the 
pillow. Fora time he remained awake, 
the eyes with that sight, which sees into 
distance but which is blind at the nose. 
The lips were speechless, and his right 
hand beat once, twice. .... Then again 
he slumbered. 


I, however, sat and looked at him with 
burning eyes. I sought to guess what 
picture was passing behind that wild 
gaze. And I saw the Basle Congress 
hall. The crowd of delegates in full 
dress, the gallery full to the breaking 
point, the journalists grouped around the 
tribune, above, the platform, man by 
man; and in front Herzl in all his worth 
and grace—paper in hand. I heard him 
read, slow and loud, emphasizing the 
important passages with precision. And 
then an endless storm of applause. And 
he stood erect in the rounds of applause, 
and looked earnestly and unmoved on 
the shouting mass—I thought my heart 
would burst. I could not suppress a 
sob in my throat. Herzl sat up. ‘‘Did 
you not say something to me?’’ he asked. 
I stood beside him, and answered peace- 
fully, ‘‘No.’’ ‘‘It seemed tome..... 
or did I speak?’ A heavy cough fe- 
lieved the necessity for answer. 

Saturday morning Herzl felt the better 
for rest, for he had, reckoning the periods 
of rest together, slept four to five hours. 
Otherwise his condition differed little 
from the previous evening. 


He was suffering from insufficient 
heart action, complicated by an affection 
of the lungs. When the regular physi- 
cian, Dr. Konried, head of the Edlacher 
Sanatorium, paid his morning visit he 
could report no improvement. It was 
now beyond a doubt that any spread of 
the lung trouble would be fatal. On this

day Herzl was moved by a painfully 
restless desire for his mother and chil- 
dren.’’ It was as though he knew that 
his hours were numbered. As often as 
he woke from the light slumber that over- 
came him in the forenoon, he asked if 
they had not arrived, although I had told 
him that they could only arrive on Sun- 
day morning. He then began to fear 
that his mother was being kept from 
him. He accepted my promise that I 
would bring her to him as soon as she 
arrived. I made this promise conditional 
that he should not excite himself, and 
that the meeting should not last more 
than five minutes. He expressed him- 
self as satisfied with this. Herepeatedly 
reminded me of my promise. In the 
meantime I informed him that two other 
gentlemen who had travelled with me, 
wished to see him. He spoke first to 
his old Christian friend, then to the Sec- 
retary of the Congress bureau, A. H. 
Reich, whom he greeted warmly as ‘‘my 
coadjutor.”’ 

During the day he improved physical- 
ly, but at the same time became more 
restless. As often as we moved away 
from his side, or Reich sped upon some 
pressing errand, we had to promise our 
speedy return. In the course of the 
morning Dr. Asch took leave of Herzl, 
who kissed him. In the afternoon Oscar 
Marmorek came in and found Herzl 
somewhat better. I noted, however, 
that he had become more restless. Again 
and again he begged that his mother and 
children shouid be brought him on their 
arrival. Towards evening he became 
excited; when I, after twent-four hours 
of almost unbroken attendance at his 
bedside, left him for a very short while 
to recuperate, he became annoyed. 


‘“‘When I returned, he asked me, 
“Surely you are my friend; how can you 
leave me???’ Marmorék, who was pres- 
ent joined me in the task of pacifying 
him, in which we succeeded. I, how- 
ever, concluded that he must be suffering 
from oppressive breathlessness; and we 
gave him a _ considerable composing 
draught. He felt so much relieved there- 
after that he suggested that Reich and I 
could rest for a few hours. He allowed 
us, however, to convince him that it were 
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better for us to remain; and he arranged, 
as he seemed to improve, to divide the 
watches. I should remain with Reich 
till midnight, and then Reich and the 
nurse should attend him during the 
night. An hour after midnight I went 
to rest. 


As Reich relates, during the second 
part of the night Herzl became worse. 
He could only sleep in a sitting posture, 
and was not sleepy. When, after a se- 
vere attack of coughing, he felt exhaust- 
ed he said to Reich: ‘ Yes, dear Reich, 
you will soon have a great task to carry 
out.’? Reich looked at him questioning- 
ly, and he continued: ‘‘You will soon 
have to convene a Congress.’’ Reich 
succeeded in composing him, and he 
slumbered again. Suddenly he raised 
himself. ‘‘These three plots,’’ he ex- 
claimed, as he pointed with his finger to 
the cover-let as though it were a map, 
‘these three plots must be bought.’’ 
He fell back asleep. But again he sat 
-up. ‘‘Have you taken note of it? These 
three plots. 

Towards morning he became still more 
restless. I was therefore roused at five. 
I was lying dressed on the sofa, and was 
at once at hisside. He was much worse. 

The effect of pneumonia was visible, 
and the heart could not respond to the 
calls made upon it. I gave him stimu- 
lants, which were continually being pre- 
pared in large quantities, and in various 
forms, throughout the day. As he grew 
worse and the heart more inactive, Reich 
telegraphed for Drs. Kokesch and Kahn, 
Marmorek and Kremenetzky were both 
in Edlach. 


In the meantime, Dr. Singer came 
again, and a whole arsenal of remedies 
was suggested. ‘Towards the afternoon 
he improved and I could venture to bring 
his mother and children, who had ar- 
rived, to his bedside. ‘The scene that 
followed I shall never be able to efface 
from my memory. 

Herzl, whom a few moments before I 
had left oppressed with sterterous breath- 
ing, bent and broken, sat bolt upright in 
bed, his eyes wide open, offered his hand 
to his mother, and said: ‘‘It is very nice 
of you dear mother, that you are already 
here. You look well; I do not look so 


- give me that glass.’’ 
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well, but that will soon pass away.’’ The 
mother, although deeply moved by the 
appearance of her much-suffering son, 
held herself bravely and let him kiss her, 
and also kissed him heartily. Shespoke 
encouragingly tohim. The two younger 
children, Hans and Trudl, came (the el- 
der sister, Pauline, had been for weeks in 
Eldach) and greeted and kissed their 
father, who kissed them tenderly. He 
seemed himself. The interview had last- 
ed barely five minutes, when he turned 
to his mother. ‘‘So, my dearest, now 
you have seen me, and I you, you may 
now return.’’ ‘The mother and children 
had barely moved away, when he col- 
lapsed. What heroic energy had he 
used, in order not to excite his mother 
and children. What unheard of energy 
this body, marked with the signs of 
death, commanded that he should, with 
such placid friendliness, greet his loved 
ones, as though they came into his study 
fresh from an afternoon’s stroll. 


In the afternoon his condition improv- 
ed so much that we hoped that he would 
again come victorious out of the strug- 
gle. At half-past four, his wife had 
been with him for sometime, and after a 
touching farewell, had returned to her 
children; his mother, Dr. Singer, Mar- 
morek, Kremenetzky, Reich and I as- 
sembled at the bed. The gentlemen, in 
order to encourage Herzl, told stories. 
Herzl laughed and with an observation 
joined in the talk. At length he said: 
‘‘Now, dear friends, leave me alone.’’ 
All immediately. departed from the room, 
the last being Oscar Marmorek, to whom 
he gave his hand and said: ‘‘I know 
that you are my true friend.’’ I remain- 
ed alone, except for the nurse beside 
him. When the door closed on the vis- 
itors, he said: ‘‘Please, dear Werner, 
I gave it to him. 
After a while, he said: ‘‘Take it, I have 
finished.’’ ‘Thereupon I said to him: 
“Tt would be well if you would now 
sleep.’’ He answered: ‘Yes, it would 
be good.’’ 

He turned over on his right side, with 
his back towards me. I looked with 
tears at him, and turned away to prepare 
my injection tube. I heard a deep sigh. 
I turned round quickly and saw Herzl’s

head sinking on his breast. ‘‘Call Dr. 
Singer,’’ I shouted to the nurse, and 
filled my tube with campherol and inject- 
ed it, and put ether under his nose. 
Twice he breathed. Dr. Singer was at 
once at his side. We gave injections. 
I applied heart massage, but it was all to 
no purpose. I could only render him the 
last service. I closed his eyes. 

At five in the afternoon, the Jewish 
people had lost its greatest son. Around 
the death-bed stood the four members of 
the Actions Comite, and the broken- 
hearted family. I, however, hid in the 
garden and wept and wept.—7Z7ze Mac- 
cabean.

Calcutta. 


The following letter was received by 
the editor to be forwarded to the He- 
brew-Christian Conference, which was 
to convene in Chicago in September. 
The Conference, however, has been post- 
poned until next year and we publish 
the contents of the letter, as it is of gen- 
eral interest to the cause of Jewish Mis- 


sions : 

“Tn the name and on behalf of the representa- 
tive committee of Christian ladies and gentle- 
men with whom I am associated in my work 
among the Jews of Calcutta, I shall be grateful 
if you would convey our hearty congratulations 
to the Hebrew-Christian Conference, which will 
be held for the second time in September, 1904, 
at the Moody Church, Chicago. 

‘““May the Lord’s richest blessing rest on all 
the members, and may they see the glory of the 
Lord in the midst of them. I pray that this 
conference may strengthen the body of the He- 
brew-Christian brethren in America, so that 
they may have more power and greater oppor- 
tunities to proclaim the Messiah and the Savior 
of the world to every unbelieving Hebrew 
brother. I wish I could join the Conference, 
as I would have many things to tell you about 
my dear Hebrew brothers and sisters here, but 
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circumstances ate such that I am prevented 
from joining you, as our funds are very low. 

“T would put before you a special request, 
and that is to pray definitely for an equipped 
lady worker who could support herself, or be 
supported by a Church in America, to come out 
here and help me, in association with my Com- 
mittee, in one branch of my work, which is 
among the fallen Jewesses. Please pray defin- 
itely for this, and thus have a share even here 
in India, in my efforts for Israel’s salvation. 


It is reported from Tokio that the Russian 
prisoners of war of Jewish and Polish origin 
now held in Japan have expressed to the officers 
in charge of them their desire to become nat- 
uralized Japanese after the war. Ifthe Japanese 
government does not see its way to granting 
their request they wish to come to America 
rather than be handed back to Russia. 


Sir Marcus Samuel, once Lord Mayor of 
London, has received the Japanese order of the 
Knight Commandership of the Rising Sun. Sir 
Marcus’ firm issued the first Japanese loan in 
Europe. ’ 


In order to make living in Russia less crowded 
and more tolerable for the Jews, a number of 
laws are now considered by the Synod. Two 
are of special interest. One refers to the matter 
of allowing parents to live in the same places 
where their sons are studying and the second 
intends to give to mechanics and mechanics of 
lower guilds greater freedom in traveling and 
residing. 


The University of Kieff received 540 applica- 
tions from students, 18 of whom have ended 
gymnasiums with gold medals, and 11 with sil- 
ver medals. The Kieff Polytecknical Institu- 
tions received 761 applications for admission, 
185 of which are Jews. 
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“Kindly let me know in what language your. 
Conference will be held. Is it in Yiddish, Ger- 
mon or English? 


‘I can speak in five languages to my Israelite 
brethren.

Thomas Huebbe, the chief redakteur of the 
anti-semitic paper, the Deutsche Hochwacht, 
was fined thirty marks and six days’ arrest for 
slandering the Jews in his paper. Among other 
things he said: ‘Cursed be every article which 
is bought by a Christian from a Jew, and may 
destruction come to the house which harbors 
anything that came from a Jewish store.”’ 


The Potsdam Jewish Community has won a 
long drawn out suit against the City of Potsdam. 
Some years ago the Jewish community was de- 
prived of certain property which they claimed 
was unlawfully taken from them. As is usual 
in such cases they were not heeded at the time, 
and have therefore instituted a law suit against 
the city. For years the case went from court 
to court until the supreme court of the district 
gave the decision in favor of the Jewish com- 
munity, which means that the Jewish commun- 
ity is to receive 55,000 marks for the property 
which was taken away from them. 


The Berlin correspondent of The Jewish 
Chronicle writes : ‘‘Privy Councillor Dr. Mayer, 
member of the '‘Grosse Oberrat der Israeliten,”’ 
has been appointed President of the Court of 
Administration of the Grand Duchy of Baden. 
Not even in that most liberal of German States 
has a Jew, since Moritz Elstatter was Minister 
of Finance, held so important an office.”’

THE TEWISH ENCYCLOPEDIA.—The sev- 
enth volume of the Jewish Encyclopedia 
has been issued by the publishers, The 
Funk & Wagnalls’ Company, New York. 

Like the previous six volumes this is another 
splendid book, taking the readers this time on 
an historical, literary and archaeological ex- 
pedition around the world. This volume con- 
tains a mine of interesting and instructive 
materialand is a fitting companion to its pre- 

decessors. The range of its topics, nearly 1800 

in number, extends from ‘“‘Italy’’ to ‘‘Leon’’ 

and includes several dozen masterly essays on 
the fundamental topics of Jewish literature, 
history and religion, contributed by no less than 
one hundred and seventy-five scholars and 
specialists. It is embellished by nearly one 
hundred and fifty illustrations, the most notable 
of which are a frontispiece map of Jerusalem 

and five separate prints, each representing a 

different epoch in the life of the city, and an 

elaborate panoramic view of the Jerusalem of 


to-day. By December, 1905, the publishers ex- 
pect to have completed the 12 volumes, contain- 
ing for the first time the story of Israel among 
the nations, 


AMERICAN JEWISH YEAR BOOK FOR 5665 


The sixth issue of the American Jewish Year 
Book, published by the Jewish Publication So- 
ciety, is the joint production of Dr. Cyrus Ad- 
ler and Miss Henrietta Szold. It is biographical 
in character; contains a review of the year by 
Cyrus Sulzberger, a sketch of Rev. Gershom 
Mendez Seixas, the patriot Jewish minister of 
the Revolution; a long list of biographical 
sketches of Jews prominent in professions, an 
a statistical table containing much information. 
Mr. Joseph Jacob’s list of the 100 best available 
books on English and Jewish subjects contains 
the names of leading Jewish authors represent- 
ing the religious as well as the literary life of 
the Jews. 
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
